Council, 

The  matter,  however,  is  now  in  abeyance  on  account  of 
the  war, 

Vi . Ambulance  Facilities. 

Negotiations  with  Clitheroe  Corporation  were  concluded 
during  the  year.  It  was  learnt  that  Clitheroe  Corporatic 
v:as  discontinuing  its  ambulance  and  using  that  of  Messrs, 
Tomlinsons,  and  that  the  responsibility  of  the  Police  was 
terminated. 

It  was  resolved  therefore,  that  reliance  be  placed  on 
Messrs.  Tomlinsons  in  future,  for  civil  non-inf ectious 
cases  in  this  area.

Further  instruction  and  practise  classes  were  held  in 
most  of  the  villages,  the  enthusiasm  shown  being  commendable. 

The  various  services  •-  demolition,  fimbulance,  first  aid, 
etc.  were  given  practice  about  midnight  July  15/l6th  at  G-rindleton 
vjhen  an  imaginary  incident  was  staged.  The  services  acquitteo

A gas-proof  room,  and  other  "Protection  in  the  Home" 
devices  were  demonstrated  for  a wee.k  at  Slaidburn. 


It  v/as  learnt  during  the  year  that  this  area  was  not  uo 
be  provided  with  a First-Aid  Post,  but  would  be  served  by  the 
Mobile  Post :from  Settle,  or  from  Sklpton,  and  by  the  Depot  at 
G-rindle ton ^and,  First  Aid  Points  in  t'welve  of  the  villages.  The 
request  for  aa  Mobile  Post  for  this  f^irea  was  refused  by  the 
County  Council,  Originally  it  was  found  that  the  First  Aid 
Post  for  the  Soutri-tjostorly  half  of  this  area  would  be  at 
Clitheroe  - but  this  arrangement  does  not  now  hold.

Water  Supplies. 

The  County  Council  and  Ministry  of  Health  have  adopted 
a higher  standard  of  Bacterial  purity  for  water  supplies  e.nd  a 
number  of  our  supplies  fall  to  reach  this  standard  as  indicated 
in  Mr.  Hinchliffe's  report  following. 

It  would  appear  that  these  standards  are  not  being 
enforced  now  war  has  broken  out,  but  when  they  are  enforced  the 
Council  will  be  faced  with  heaver  expense  owing  to  the  scattered 
na.ture  of  the  district.  We  are  aware  that  many  small  supplies 
are  unsatisfactory  and  in  need  of  attention. 

The  Rimington  supply  has,  not  yet  been  extended  to  Stopper 
Lane  nor  to  Howeroft  Cottcages  and  Newby  - regarding  xmich 
representations  v/ero  made  during  the  year. 

Attention  was  .draxfn  to  the  risk  of  pollution  at  the 
source  of  the  Rimington  supply,  owning  to  defective  railing  off 
of  the  source.'  The  matter  has  now  been  put  in  order.  ’ 

Considerable  leakage  was  found  in  the  Rimington  supply, 
but  this  has  nox’j  been  largely  remedied. 

There  has  been  no  extension,  restriction  or  closure  of 
supply  by  the  Council  during  1939*  '^he  Council  supplies  2C4 
dwelling  houses  in  G-rindleton,  Newton,  Rimington  and  Gisburn 
Forest  Parishes.

The  water  supplies  at 
G-rindleton,  Newton’,  Rimington  and  Tosside  which  are  directl^^ 
controlled  "by  the  Council  continue  to  serve  the  Villages  v/hich 
they  supply  very  satisfactorily,  but  Tosside  in  a dry  period  is

The  Village  of  Horton  is  supplied  by  Water  from  mains  owned 
by  Sir  Amos  Nelson,  The  water  is  Spring  Water  and  there  is  an 
abundant  supply.  The  rest  of  the  Parish,  which  is  very  scattered 
and  mainly  farm  houses,  have  their  own  private  supplies,

Cowsheds,  Dairies  and  Milk  Supply . 

B^rom  the  tabulated  details  at  the  commencement  of  my 
report  it  vail  be  noted  that  during  the  year  a number  of  repair-s 
c.nd  alterations  have  ,been  carried  out  to  coxvsheds  and  dairies. 

..  1 a fex'j  cases  these  alterations  'have  been  necessary  in  order 
that  the  mili:  producer  may  obtain  an  "Accredited”  Licence, 
producers  of  ordinary,  mills  have  also  effected  various  improvements 
to  their  premises  as  they  realise  that  a good,  hygienically 
planned  and  equiped  cowshed  is  a valuable  asset. 

Most  of  the  buildings  in  the  district  used  for  the 
production  of  milk  are  .now  in  a fairly  good  state  of  repair  and 
from  the  results  of  samples  taken  it  is  evident  that  producers 
are  giving  more  attention  to  their  methods  of  production^ 

Nearly  all  the  milk  produced  in  the  district  goes  in  i^ulk 
to  collecting  dGpots  and  large  dairies  in  neighbouring  town.;  and 
only  one  complaint  was  received  that  milk _ entering  another 
district  v/as  in  a'dirty  condition^ 

The  number 'of  farms  -in  the  district  still  remains  at 
and  m.ilk  is  produced  at  296  premises  from  approximately/  1,000 

C.QWS  . 

9 applications  were  received  from  farmers  during  the 
year  for  the  registration  as  x^holesale  producers, 

47  samples  of  .Ordinary  Milk  v/ere  taken  and  tested  for 
sediment  v/ith  the  following -results 33  samples  clean,  10  samp., 
fairly  clean  and  ‘4  ’samples  dirty.  This  test  has  proved 
especially  useful  in  educating  producers  as  to  the  need  for 
cleanliness,  as  mien  ft,  was- foun'd  that  clean  milk  was  not  being 
produced,  the  farm  was  visited  and  investigations  carried  out. 
Ordinary  milk  v/as  supplied  by  one  farm  to  G-rindleton 
School,  3 samples  'were  taken  by  the  County  Council  and  ail  the 
samples  satisfied  the  .prescribed  tests.

A case  of  Ant.'nrax  was  conformed  bj?'  the  County  Veter  .ry 
Surgeon  in  a carcase  of  a cow.  This  vjas  an  emergency  slaugi-ier 
on  a farm  at  G-isburn  and  all  arrangements  under  the  Anthrax  Order 
1938  were  carried  out  in  conjunction  with  the  Veterinary  Surgp'un 
and  Police. 

Three  persons  who  had  handled  the  carcase  were  sent  to 
Blackburn  Infirmary  for  examination,  but  were  discharged  afte^’  a 
few  days  observation. 

During  the  year  437  visits  w^ere  made  to  Slaughterhouses, 
166  visits  to  Butcher's  Shops,  47  visits  to  Food  Production 
Premises  and  11  visits  to  farms  for  the  casual  or  emergency 
slaughtering  of  animals.

Its 
main  provisions  are  to  enforce  the  licencing  of  all  Slaughterhouse 
the  registration  of  premises  used  for  preserved  foods  and  ice 
cream  and  the  examination  and  seizure  of  unsound  food,  , 

All  the  slaughterhouses  in  thb  district  have  been  licensed 
and  the  licencing, of  food  productioh  premises  is  proceeding. 

Owing  to  the  pressure  of  A.R.P.  and  other  urgent  work  sine 
the  outbreak  of  war  a number  of  inspections  and  general  routine 
duties  had  to  be  suspended,  but  it  will  be  observed  from  the 
information  under  -the  various  proceeding  headings  that  a steady 
progress  has  been  maintained.
